PATRICK 
HENRY, OF VIRGINIA 


Patrick Henry, the son of a plant­ 
er, in Hanover County, Virginia, was 
born on the 29th day of May, 
1736. 
A fter passing through the years of 
youth and early 
manhood , during 
which there were no 
evidences 
of 
marked ability, 
and 
after 
having 
married at the age of 18, he engaged 
in trade, hut neglect of business soon 
brought failure. 
He 
had 
a strong 
penchant for mathematics and lang­ 
uage, studied law diligently, and ob­ 
tained a license to practice, but 
he 
was twenty-seven 
years of age 
be­ 
fore he was known to 
himself 
or 
others, except as an easy going lawr- 
yer. 
Then he was employed in 
the 
celebrated “ Parsons’ 
Cause”,—which 
was a contest between the clergy and 
the State Legislature, on 
the ques­ 
tion of an annual stipend claimed by 
the former—in the old Hanover Court 
House, with his father on the bench 
as judge, and more than twenty of 
the most learned men of the colony 
before him, where his genius as 
an 
orator and advocate beamed forth in 
the splendor, so eloquently described 
by Wirt. 
A court decision had left 
nothing undetermined but the amount 
of the 
damage. 
Henry’s 
eloquence 
electrified judge, jury, and the peo-I 
pie, to such an extent that the jury 
brought in a verdict 
of 
one 
penny 
damage, and the people took Henryj 
upon their shoulders, and carried him 
in triumph about the courthouse yard i 
From that period he rose rapidly to 
the head of his profession. 


When the delegates to 
the 
First! 
Continental Congress, had assembled j 
at Carpenter’s Hall, Philadelphia, 
onj 
the 5th of September, 1774, no 
one' 
seemed inclined to break the silence’ 
which prevailed. 
Soon a grave-look-! 
ing man, in 
a 
suit 
of ‘minister’s: 
gray’, and 
unpowdered 
wig, arose 
and with a sweet, musical voice, 
he 
uttered a few eloquent words, 
that 
electrified the whole audience. “ Who 
is he” ? was a question 
that 
went 
from lip to lip. 
A few* who knew him. 
answered, ‘It is Patrick Henry, 
of 
Virginia”. 
There was no longer any 
hesitation. 
He who, nine years be­ 
fore. and often-times thereafter, had 
cast the gauntlet of defiance at 
the 
feet of British pow'er, now set in mo­ 
tion that august machinery of civil 
power, which assisted in working out 
the independence of the United S tat­ 
es. 
Even before the tragedy at Lex­ 
ington and Concord, Patrick Henry 
had again roused his countrymen by 
his eloquence, for, in the Virginia As-1 


sembly, which converged at Richmond 
on the 28rd of March, 1775, he con­ 
cluded a masterly speech with 
that 
noted sentiment, which became 
the 
war-cry of the 
patriots, 
‘Give 
me 
liberty, or give me death!” 
In con-, 
elusion, when alluding to tryants, he, 
exclaimde, “Casear had 
his 
Brutus 
Charles the First his Cromwell, and 
George the Third”—there was 
a cry 
of “Treason! Treason!” 
He paused 
a moment, and said— “may profit by 
their example. 
If th at 
be 
treason 
make the most of it”. 
He held, and 
declined several important positions 
President Adams appointed him 
an 
envoy to France, in 1799, but feeble 
health and advanced age 
compelled 
him to decline an office 
which 
he 
would have been pleased 
to 
accept. 
He died at Red 
Hill 
in 
Charlotte 
County, Virginia, on the 6th of June 
1799, at the age 
of 
almost 
sixty- 
i 
three years.— National Union Topic. 


ALTITUDE USED BY 
LINDBURGH ALMOST 
FREE 
OF 
STORMS 


Washington, 
April 
25.—While 
Lindbergh crossed the continent 
at 
altitudes between 10,000 and 
20.000 
feet, roughly two and four miles, and, 
so escaped most of the storms 
that 
block the paths of aviators, he must 
ascend to 30,000 feet, or nearly six 
miles, 
if 
he 
is to 
escape all 
of 
the storms that interfere with avia­ 
tion. 
At this height an aviator in 
the 
latitude of the United States would 
be above all storms and clouds, ac­ 
cording to Dr. W. J. Humphreys 
o f ( 
the United States W eather Bureau.' 
At 15,000 feet, Lindbergh’s average 
altitude, however, many of the dan-; 
gers that beset aerial navigation are 
passed. 
Most of the rain and 
snow 
falls 
from lower altitudes. 
Winds 
three 
miles high over the 
United 
States 
blow from the Pacific to the Atlantic 
ocean at about thirty or forty miles' 
per hour during the entire year. Only 
over States along the Gulf of Merico 
do they vary, and here 
in 
summer j 
and fall they change direction 
and 
blow from east to west, influenced by 
trade winds from the ocean.

The impression one makes on 
a 
person depends to a great extent on 
his general appearance. This appear­ 
ance depends mainly n whether one's 
» clothes are clean, mended 
and 
well 
>, pressed. 
There is, perhaps, nothing 
more 
important in the cleaning <>f clothing 
than the removing of -pots. When re­ 
moving spots the fust thing is to de­ 
cide on the material that caused the 
spot, then select the correct cleaner 
place the material wrong -ide out, 
on a clean table. 
Plac< directly un­ 
der the spot, a blotter, or, better still 
a heavy piece of clean cloth folded 
into 
several thicknesses. 
Then ap­ 
ply the cleaner, with a sponge or 
a 
soft cloth working from the outside 
of the spot to the eentt r. Care must 
be taken not to rub hard enough 
to 
push the threads or make a hole 
in 
the cloth. 
As soon as the pad 
un­ 
derneath the -tain becomes soiled, it 
should be changed for a fresh one 
Continue this method until the spot 
is removed. 
Carbonia, Energene,

Patrick Henry, the son of a plant­ 
er, in Hanover County, Virginia, was 
born on the 29th day of May, 
1736. 
After passing through the years of 
youth and early 
manhood , during 
which there were no 
evidences 
of 
marked ability, 
and 
after 
having 
married at the age of 18, he engaged 
in trade, but neglect of business soon 
brought failure. 
He 
had 
a strong 
penchant for mathematics and lang­ 
uage, studied law diligently, and ob­ 
tained a license to practice, but 
he 
was twenty-seven years of age 
be­ 
fore he was known to 
himself 
or 
others, except as an easy going law­ 
yer. 
Then he was employed in the 
celebrated "Parsons’ 
Cause”,—which 
was a contest between the clergy and 
the State Legislature, on 
the ques­ 
tion of an annual stipend claimed by 
the former—in the old Hanover Court 
House, with his father on the bench 
as judge, and more than twenty of 
the most learned men of the colony 
before him, where his genius as 
an 
orator and advocate beamed forth in 
the splendor, so eloquently described 
by Wirt. 
A court decision had left 
nothing undetermined but the amount 
of the 
damage. 
Henry’s 
eloquence 
electrified judge, jury, and the peo-j 
pie, to such an extent that the jury 
brought in a verdict of one penny 
damage, and the people took Henry 
upon their shoulders, and carried him 
in triumph about the courthouse yard 
From that period he rose rapidly to 
the head of his profession. 


When the delegates to 
the 
First 
Continental Congress, had assembled 
at Carpenter’s Hall, Philadelphia, on 
the 5th of September, 1774, no 
one 
seemed inclined to break the silence 
which prevailed. 
Soon a grave-look­ 
ing man, in

unpowdered 
wig, arose 
and with a sweet, musical voice, 
he 
uttered a few eloquent words,

electrified the whole audience. "Who

•embly, which convened at Richmond 
on the 28rd of Ma*A, 1775, he con­ 
cluded a meeterly speech with

noted sentiment*.which became 
the, 
war-cry of the 
patriots, 
‘Give 
me! 
liberty, or give me death!”

elusion, when alluding to tryants, he, 
exclaimde, "Casear had

Brutus 
Charles the First his Cromwell, and. 
George the Third”—there was a cry | 
of “Treason! Treason!”

If that be treason, 
make the most of it”. 
He held, and 
declined several important positions 
President Adams appointed him

envoy to France, in 1799, but feeble

He died at Red 
Hill 
in 
Charlotte 
County, Virginia, on the 6th of June ' 
1799, at the age 
of almost

LINDBURGH ALMOST

Washington, 
April 
25.—While 
Lindbergh crossed the continent 
at 
altitudes between 10,000 and 
20.000 
feet, roughly two and four miles, and 
so escaped most of the storms 
that 
block the paths of aviators, he must 
ascend to 30,000 feet, or nearly six 
miles, 
if 
he 
is to 
escape all 
of 
the storms that interfere with avia­ 
tion. 
At this height an aviator in 
the 
latitude of the United States would 
be above all storms and clouds, ac­ 
cording to Dr. W. J. Humphreys of 
the United States Weather Bureau. 
At 15,000 feet, Lindbergh’s average 
altitude, however, many of the dan­ 
gers that beset aerial navigation are 
passed. 
Most of the rain and 
snow 
falls 
from lower altitudes. 
Winds 
three 
miles high over the 
United 
States 
blow from the Pacific to the Atlantic 
ocean at about thirty or forty miles 
went | per hour during the entire year. Only 
from lip to lip.
